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How to get 'free radio' 
--if you really want it

Some pirate radio broadcasters want their activities to be legalized. They would like to 
see the U.S. radio regulations changed to permit the type of activities in which they already 
engage, that is, the broadcast of programming intended for reception by the general public. 

Other pirates do not advocate a change in the rules. They seem satisfied, perhaps even 
stimulated, with the outlaw nature of pirate broadcasting. 

Free radio, a term that some people would apply to the activity if it were legalized, 
finds some of its most vocal supporters among ACE columnists. 

So far, much of the energy spent in support of free radio by some ACE columnists and 
some listeners who write to them has been spent in decrying FCC enforcement actions. 
Most pirate broadcasters spend their energies in conducting broadcasts and in attempting to 
evade detection and prosecution by the authorities. Little energy seems to be spent in 
efforts to legalize the activity. 

One reason may be the belief that such an effort is doomed to failure. 
Another may be that what motivates writers to write, listeners to listen and pirates to 
broadcast is not that same as what it would take to motivate them to undertake the drudgery 
that the process of changing the radio regulations represents. 

It is drudgery. It is writing letters, filing comments in government proceedings and 
drafting petitions-not the type with lots of signatures, but the type used to request 
regulatory agencies to change their rules. It is not the same as writing for publication, 
listening to the radio for pirates and, for the pirates themselves, firing up the ol' transmitter 
for another night of renegade fun. 

When free radio was legal 

There was a time when U.S. regulations permitted free radio. Maybe a better way to 
state it is to say there was a time when the regulations did not prohibit it. 

That period extended from 1896 (Marconi's first broadcast) to 1922. 

Broadcasting was quite different then. Although music first was broadcast in 1900, it 
wasn't until amateur radio operators began broadcasting musical programs for their 
neighborhoods and towns that the broadcasting activity fit the description of "free radio." 

In January 1922, the Department of Commerce adopted a regulation that prohibited 
radio amateurs from broadcasting programs to the general public unless they obtained a 
"limited commercial license." Some did, and some of their amateur stations evolved into 
broadcast stations. The rest who had been broadcasting to the public stopped doing it, if not 
right away, at least within a few years. Enforcement was rather lax in those days. 

How to bring free radio back 

Reversing 70 years of "free radio prohibition" cannot be easy. An enormous radio 
spectrum management bureaucracy, domestic and international, has grown since 1922. Re- 
establishing a "free radio service" means shepherding a proposal through the bureaucracy 
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to a successful conclusion. 

First, what is free radio? Is it a broadcasting service, a form of amateur radio service or 
neither? 

Since the early days, broadcasting almost always has been carried out by organizations, 
private, public and governmental. Amateur radio transmissions almost always are made by 
individuals. 

Free radio probably is more an individual's than an organization's domain, so in that 
respect it continues to resemble the amateur radio service— of which it was a legitimate part, 
prior to 1922. But its characteristic of presenting programming to the general public more 
closely resembles broadcasting. 

If it is either a broadcasting service or an amateur radio service, then it might fit 
existing international radio regulations. At least, the international regulations provide for 
broadcasting and amateur radio services. Perhaps the U.S. government could authorize free 
radio under existing international regulations. 

If free radio is neither broadcasting or amateur radio, then the U.S. government is likely 
to require that the international regulations be changed before it would approve a "new" 
radio service-free radio. 

Proponents of free radio base their advocacy in part upon free speech rights guaranteed 
by the U.S. Constitution's First Amendment. Few other countries have such a guarantee. 
Most of the world's administrations probably would not favor allowing individual citizens 
to put their own radio stations on the air for the purpose of offering programs to the general 
public. Many of them do not even permit broadcasting by private organizations. This 
situation makes it unlikely that a worldwide allocation for free radio could be won, but 
perhaps the ITU would recognize free radio to the extent that individual administrations 
would be allowed to allocate radio spectrum on a shared basis for such a service. 

World Administrative Radio Conference 

In February 1992, representatives of the 66 member nations of the International 
Telecommunications Union (ITU) will meet in Geneva, Switzerland, to consider 
reallocating portions of the radio spectrum from one type of service to another. The 
meeting is called a World Administrative Radio Conference (WARC). 

One of the subjects on the WARC agenda is high-frequency (HF, or shortwave) 
international broadcasting. If free radio advocates want to present a case to the international 
community for a worldwide allocation for free radio, this is the best available forum in 
which to do it. 

One position to take would be that free radio is a form of international HF 
broadcasting, that it deserves recognition as such and that it further deserves a portion of 
spectrum for its use—either on an exclusive or a shared basis. 

A more difficult position to take is that free radio should be recognized as a new 
service and should be granted access to the spectrum. Free radio is not on the agenda, so it 
might be difficult to raise such an issue at the WARC. 

U.S. government 

Another position to take is that free radio somehow fits within ITU regulations as 
currently written and that the U.S. government has authority under those regulations to 
allow it. 

Such a position would make it unnecessary to pursue spectrum through the WARC. 
Instead, it would allow direct access to Congress or the FCC for legalization of the activity. 

If any ACE readers, whether they are columnists, radio listeners or pirate broadcasters,

Been looking to improve on the whip or random-wire antenna on your pre- 
sent radio? Before it gets TOO cold, upgrade to the directivity and gain of a diople 
without having to become a land baron! This antenna transmits as well as it receives, 
is half as long as a normal dipole, and costs only $15 to build. I have designed this as 
the first part of a $30 two element fixed wire beam, which will provide 4-5 dB gain over 
a dipole, but you can build this part first and use it now. No changes will be nesces- 
sary when upgrading the antenna with the second element. 

A dipole will provide significant gain over a random wire, and certainly over 
the built-in whip found in most portables. The major disadvantage of the dipole at 7.4 
Mhz is its considerable size... over 60 feet!. This trapped, or shortened dipole reduces 
that length to only about 30 feet without a significant loss of performance. 

Construction: 

The key to this design are the traps. 
These are constructed from two 2" diameter 
PVC (plastic plumbing pipe) reducers available 
at most full line home supply stores (fig#1). To 

assemble, scuff up the mating surfaces with 

some sandpaper, apply cement to both parts i 
and hold together until dry. Next drill a 1/8" | 
hole in each end of the bobbin (fig #2). Wind * Z " 
the coil tightly with exactly 17 turns of number 
16 stranded, insulated automotive wire (also [ 

available at your friendly neighborhood hard- * 

ware emporium). The 17 turns will be a tight fit. 
In my case, I filed away a bit of the inside 
edges of these "bobbins'* to get all the turns 
on. The turns must be flat and uniform across 
the face of the coil form. Do not overlap the 
windings.

Materials: 4 - 2TVC reducers 1 - 1ft section of 3/4"PVC pipe 

1 - roll of #16 stranded insulated wire. 

PVC Cement 1 - Roll Radio Shack Ant. Wire. 

1-13/4" PVC Union 1 - SO-239 Connector 



Leave about T of wire running out of the holes at each end of the form. When you 
have finished the first trap, go back and do the whole thing over again for the second one.

17 Turns #1* Insulated Wire 
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For the center insulator, I used a 1 3/4 M PVC union, with a Radio Shack SO 239 
connector for ease of connection to the coax line. Figure 3 is a rough sketch of this center con- 
nection. The large hole for the coax connector was made by first drilling the PVC with as large 
a bit as I had, then enlarging it further with a round file. Drill two small holes for the antenna 
leads as shown. Placement of any of the holes is not critical. 



Assembly; 

The final parts to make are the trap insulators. Cut two 4 M lengths of 3/4" PVC pipe 
and drill six holes as indicated. Insert these pieces into traps and route the wires as indicated in 
figure #2. Cut the antenna wire per the lengths shown in the Final Assembly Diagram (fig #4). 
When you cut the wire (most easily done by marking lengths on the ground and stretching the 
wire over them) mark the exact lengths but leave about 2" at each end for the solder connec- 
tions. Solder all connections, except if the antenna is to be used for transmitting. In the latter 
case, do not solder the far ends of the antenna to the end insulators.

Installa tion: 

Double check all solder joints. In order for the traps to be as lossless as possible 
excellent electrical contact must be made. Hang the center insulator from a convenient high 
object (or tie the ends to two sturdy supports) and connect 52 ohm coax (RG58 or equiv.) to the 
center connector. Wrap the coax connection with electrical tape to avoid weather damage. 
Scrap pieces of the 3/4" PVC pipe can be used for the end insulators. Orient the legs of the 
antenna so that it is broadside to the direction you are most interested in listening to. If you 
need to listen in a N-S direction, install the antenna with the two legs running E-W. Connect the 
coax to your receiver and you're ready to roll! (Note: Radio Shack sells pre-assembled coax 
cables, and a variety of adapters to connect up your radio, if you are not able to custom make 
the coax assembly. The quality of the cable is adequate, but not great! If you can make your 
own out of mini-RG8, you'll probably save money and end up with better quality cables!)

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CLANDESTINE PROFILE by George ZeUer 



Your loggings and information about clandestine radio stations are always very welcome for 
this column. You can send them to your editor at 3492 West 123rd Street, Cleveland, Ohio, 
44111.

UTC. It looks like we finally kept a column within the two page limit, so that we don't have 
to extend it to a continuation page. Also, this is a very exciting time for clandestine radio, 
given the obviously critical situation in the Middle East. 

MIDDLE EAST CLANDESTINE ACTTVTrY 

Once again this month, we need to headline the column with clandestine news related to the 
Middle East. The situation in this region of the world is certainly leading to the creation of 
several new and/ or revitalized clandestine radio operations. Conditions are clearly present 
that could lead to a new English language clandestine from Iraq, but we apparently have not 
seen this as of column deadline time. Among A*C*E members, we have almost no logging 
reports on emerging Arabic language clandestines. But, other DX sources have published early 
reports. 

I n DX Listening Digest #28, Glenn Hauser lists one of many recent logs of "Holy Mecca Radio." 
Citing WBI, Glenn reports that they are scheduled in Arabic from 0400-2200 UTC. In Numero 
Uno bulletin #1079, Terry Kreuger of Florida noted that this one has a broadband signal, perhaps 
because it may be using three parallel transmitters in the 9718, 9720, and 9722 KHz range 
to avoid jamming. Terry hears the station over its jammer around 2200, and in fact past 
Hauser's scheduled sign-off time. This station is anti-Saudi Arabia and pro-Iraq in its politics. 

Logs have also appeared lately for another station, the Voice of Egypt of Arabism ("Saut Misr 
al-Urubah" in Arabic). Multiple Numero Uno loggings via Terry Kreuger (with input from 
Monitoring Times clandestine expert John Santosuosso) note this one in the 1830-2000 UTC 
range around nominal frequencies of 12025, 15150, 15170, and 17720 KHz. The program is 
jammed, apparently by Iraq. The broadcast frequencies are also co -channel to the "Voice of 
the Masses" Arabic language service of Radio Baghdad. So, we have both SWBC programming 
and jamming on these frequencies from Iraq, and an apparent clandestine service from Egyptian 
transmitters, all at the same time on top of each other. It is worth a listen just to hear the 
mess. 

Many of us, including your editor, hear the regular non- clandestine English SWBC services 
of Radio Baghdad daily on 13660 KHz, and on not parallel 11860 KHz. The 25 meter band 
program, supposedly containing occasional nasty messages to American troops in Saudi Arabia, 
is usually demolished on this frequency at my Ohio QTH by a Radio Moscow service. But, the 
other program on 13 MHz puts in a steady and audihle signal here. While not clandestine, these 
broadcasts make for very interesting listening . 

The Middle East situation has generated a lot of newfound interest by many DX-ers in both 
licensed and clandestine broadcasting activity in Arabic. Unfortunately, few of us have even 
a sketchy knowledge of the Arabic language. Thus, even a definite ID on many broadcasts is 
difficult. Many programs can easily he spotted during bandscans by co-channel "bubble" or 
"whining siren" jamming. For instance, A*C*E member Vince Havrilko of Florida (and your 
editor) currently notice an unidentified, unlisted, and jammed Arabic program on 9490 KHz, 
+/- a couple of hours around 2300. This hroadcast has clear Middle Eastern political content 
and Arabic music, and it is audihle at the times when China is not using this frequency. Does 
anybody know what this program is? The transmission is over/under a whining jammer. Since 
it is unidentified (at least by us so far), it could be either a licensed station program service 
or a clandestine. We should all keep our ears open as we spin the radio dial across the bands. 
Also, don't forget to send information on what you find to this column. We all will have an 
intense interest in Middle Eastern clandestine activity for some time to come. 

Even if you can't understand a word of Arabic, the aforementioned clandestines (and others 
that we hope to locate and ID in the near future) can make for fascinating listening. The tone 
and voice inflection of the announcer can tell you a lot about what the station is trying to 
say. The music and other programming content can give you a flavor for the local culture in 
a region that now commands the full attention of all of us who live in North America. Person 
and place names, such as Saddam Hussein, Iraq, etc., are understandable in any language. Some 
DX-ers have tended to ignore clandestine broadcasts in even relatively familiar languages 
like Spanish, simply because they are not fluent in the language. This is a mistake! You can 
really enjoy clandestines, even if you cannot understand every word or paragraph of an 
announcer's script. It might he a lot more fun than you think to listen to some of these Arabic 
clandestines. At the very least, you will be right in direct contact with the first major political 
and military crisis of the post-Cold war period. 
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WTRA UPDATE 



Mike Townsend of Illinois once again sends in updated information on WTRA. This station 
continues its operation as sort -of a pirate and sort -of a local FM clandestine in Springfield, 
Illinois. (See the July and August A*C*E for more information). The station still broadcasts 
nightly from the John Jay Homes public housing project in Springfield. It has been on daily 
for about a year now, despite an FCC bust and a subsequent FCC fine, which remains unpaid. ' 
(The station had an additional irregular broadcast history that goes back four years). The 
operator and guiding force of WRTA, formerly known as Dewayne Readus, has officially 
changed his name to Mbanna Kantako. A second WRTA-type station, with an ID of "Zoom 
Black Magic" station #2, has recently taken to the air with a signal that covers a ten block 
radius in Decatur, Illinois. Townsend reports that WTRA has been contacted by "grassroots 
people" and media in 33 states and three foreign countries. The MTV cable network covered 
this station in late August for a few days. Kantako's contact telephone number remains (217) 
527-1298, and Mike Townsend can still be reached for additional station information at the 
Child, Family, and Community Services Program, Sangamon State University, Springfield. 
Illinois 62794. 

WTRA, the Zoom Black Magic stations, etc. are a unique species in the United States. 
Technically they are FM pirates, but since they operate for political purposes in local 
communities, they certainly have clandestine station properties. This column will continue 
to note developments in this movement, which is a subset of Free Radio that has often escaped 
serious attention in the DX hobby. 

CUBAN CLANDESTINE STATIONS 

Vince Havrilko sends in several logs for the regularly heard anti-Castro clandestine stations. 
Radio Caiman still blasts forth on 9965 in the morning and evening, but it still does not have 
an address or sponsoring organization that is known to the DX community. La Voz del CID 
still uses 9941+ KHz most of the day, parallel to slightly variable 7340 KHz in the early 
evenings. After about 0400 UTC, the 31 meter frequency still shifts down to 6315 KHz, where 
it is generally in parallel to 7340. Vince and I both occasionally note the CID is sometimes 
unexpectedly off the air for a day or two on some frequencies, sort of like the situation at 
WRNO lately. Bill Lebaum of the Miami New Times is researching an article on the current 
situation on Cuban clandestine radio operations, so southern Florida A*C*E members might 
wish to keep their eyes on upcoming editions of this publication. 

RADIO PATRIA LIBRE 

The ELN's anti- Colombia station continues to be well heard in North America. Vince Havrilko 
ncfred them on 6315 KHz on several consecutive days in early September, using the 0300-0100+ 
time frame. But, Vince found them 10 KHz lower on some nights later in September. The station 
seems to operate on 6310 KHz +/- 10 KHz on any given night. But, during any single 
transmission, their frequency is stable. Like Radio Caiman, we still eagerly await an address 
for either Patria Libre or the ELN. 

MONITORING TIMES CONVENTION 

It is probably a little late to think about plans for the first MT convention by the time that 
you have this bulletin in your hands. But, I know that several A*C*E members and editors plan 
to be in attendance at the Monitoring Times convention in Knoxville, Tennessee on October 
5-7 at the Hyatt Regency Hotel. Alan Weiner of RNI is scheduled to host a session at this 
convention on pirate radio. In addition, I am sure that all A*C*E members in attendance will 
be touching base with each other. (Of course, RNI is now back on the air over its WWCR relay 
on 7520 KHz between 0100-0300 UTC Mondays). A number of rumors and tips on clandestines 
will undoubtedly surface at this convention, so we will have a report on it next month.

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Try a folded cttpole for your next Antenna Project

Thirling about putting up a new antenna? I would like to relate my recent 
experiences with the folded dipole. The particular antenna I constructed was designed 
for the 48 meter Euro-pirate band, but Is applicable for any band. 

As shown In figure 1, the folded dipole is very similar to the traditional quarter 
wave dipole. However, Instead of a single wire, the antenna is constructed using two 
parallel wires. Chances are, you already have used a folded dipole. It Is the 
antenna commonly packaged with stereo equipment.

The folded dipole has an impedance of 300 ohms, f<xr times the Impedance of a 
traditional dipole. The antenna can be constructed using TV style 300 ohm 
transmission line. The same 300 ohm cable can be used to feed the antenna or, more 
commonly, a 4:1 i?alun may be employed, dropping the Impedance down to 75 ohms. 
The antenna can then be fed with 75 ohm coax. 

The major advantage of the folded dipole over the single conductor half wave 
dipole is Increased bandwidth. The reactance Increases more slowly from the resonant 
frequency than a single conductor dipole. 

If 300 ohm TV style transmission line is used, a good quality outdoor style 
cable which can withstand the weather should be selected. Be careful of some of the 
cheaper types of cable, ^A)\dt) will rapidly deteriorate in the outdoors. In addition, 
make sure that the cable's conductors are not too small of a gauge. 

The overall length of the antenna is 95% of a half wavelength, the same as a 

single conductor dipole. The distance between shorts in the antenna Is a half 
wavelength, multiplied by the velocity factor of the transmission line selected. 
According to the ARRL Antenna Handbook, the velocity factor of standard 300 ohm 
transmission line Is 0.82. 

This means that the overall length of a folded dipole for the 48 meter band, 
with a design frequency of 6250 kHz, Is 74.9 feet, and the length of the shorted 
section Is 64.6 feet. The respective lengths for an antenna designed for 7415 kHz 
are 63.1 and 54.4 feet

Tuning and Use: 

This antenna ts easier to build than it is to describe, so give it a hry? As mentioned, 
the whole thing cost less than 15 bucks, and took only an afternoon to build. It works weJ] for 
transmitting too! While if is ready to use as is, for receive only, it will require minor tuning for 
use Ln transmitting. Every particular installation (height, whether installed as an inverted vee or 
a flat dipole, and other variables) will require slight tweaking, To tune it. do not solder the far 
ends after they have been hooked to the end insulators. Just wrap them around back on the an- 
tenna temporarily, while shortening them a couple of inches at a time to obtain a low SWR. I 
Tested mine as an inverted vee and found it nescessary to trim about 6" off each leg to obtain a 
maich. SWR was measured at L5 : I or lower between 7390 and 7420. 

Part II will detail the addition of a director element, which will add about 4-5 dB of 
gain in boih receive and transmit applications. For DXing, it will also reduce interfering signals 
from stations not in ihe intended receiving direction. Not bad for 30 bucks total! Try it out! 
You won't believe how much stronger this makes the received signal sound, in comparison to a

As with any antema, you should Initially make the antenna slightly la^Mha" 
Ihe design calls for. It Is much easier to shorten a long antema than lengthen a 
short antemat 

If you do build an antema specifically for the 48 meter band, you should 
attempt to orient It so as to have maxlmun pickup from Europe. Contrary to what you 
nayWr*, Europe I. not W from the United States. Signals follow ihe great 
elrclt path. 

For example, from New York to London toe direction is 52 degrees. From D#laa 
It I* 42 degrees/and from Los Angeles (where chasing Euro-pirates must be a real 
challenged is 35 degrees. Althcugh the trees in y<*r baAyanJ ™y ^ataa^ 
cooperate (mv 48m antenna faces about 45 degrees), you can use these bearings as 
Trou* guide, to keep you from being perpendicular to your target area. At the low 
hefghte most dipotes are mounted, they are not terribly directional anyway. 

If you are fcrtonate to have toe real estate, you may wish to consider putting 
up separate antemas for each band. I have separate antennas for 48, 41, and 19 
n^Xand a quarter wave horizontal for 1620 kHz. Switching between antennas 
&m Vamatte effects on a given frequency. Several times I have pulled a station 
out of toe noise by using the right antema.
